Two weeks ended April 10. During the week ended April 3, 3 
steamships were fumigated. They carried an aggregate personnel of 
174 members of crews and 35 cabin and 28 steerage passengers. 
During the week ended April 10, 1 steamship was fumigated. It 
carried an aggregate personnel of 125 members of crew and 70 cabin 
and 79 steerage passengers.
